trumped nbout th9 country until' they have 
hocomo raggod and vagabond,, and 'havo 
reached tho lowest depths of degradation, 
thoy are bundled up ond sent to tho treasury 
department for redemption. Many millions 
o£ those vagrants aro roooivod at tho do- 
pnrtmoat each year. Thoy havo to .poss in 
roviaw-through the -national bank rodoinp- 
tion ttgancy, ivhoro those that; ore utterly 
dopravod and good (or nothing are sentenced 
to bo chewed up, and thoso that have got in 
through the force of association, but :aro 
still not so far gono that some good mayliiot 
be got out of tbom, nru sent back into:tho 
Korvico, In the place of thoso that aro con- 
demned, nice, now notes, crisp and cloan, 
nro sent out. 
Tho experience of thosi) notes 


is varied, and in aorno coses vory novel 
and interesting, but their tale is told only by 
thoir ragged and dirty appoaranco TVhon 
thoy got back to tho department. 


Tho average lotigth of time that a now 


noto can koop up ft rospactablo appearance 
is about three years. Somo havo beon found 
at the ond of twenty years to bo as crisp as 
on tho day of their issue, but thoso aro ex- 
ceptional cases, whore thoy have fallen into 
the hands of pooplo who mado pots of them 
and carefully guarded them trom rough 
usage. Tho wandering noto soon becomes a 
tramp. It rapidly goes to pieces if it starts 
out for the west, stopping along at tho cross- 
road inns, or if it froquonta drinking saloons 
and falls in with low company. Bad habits 
toll on a bank note vory. quickly. 


O.o lady-in the comptroller's office in this 


case has charge of .thorn, and thoy arj sent 
to hoi- for identification before they can j bo 
redeemed. Her name Ls Fitzgorald. and sho 
is said to bo vory expert, seldom failing to 
identify a noto, giving its proper namo, dato 
and classification, no matter how badly 
burnt it is. Sometimes packages of sovoral 
hundred, dono up to bo exprossod, aro sont 
in allatuck together and bumtcloar through 
to a black crispy mas*. Sho then separates 
them ono by one with a very thin-bhidnd 
knife, and places tho charred remains ot 
each one separately upon a glass slab and 
examines it vory carefully with a magnify- 
ing glass. Sho is familiar with all peculi- 
arities of tho issues of tho various banks, and 
a noto must bo reduced almost to ashes to bo 
beyond her recognition, '.hough to an inbi- 
porioncod eye it might not bo diatiucaishocl. 
from a piece of grocer's paper which hud 
gone through tho fire. 


All thoso notes othonviso mutilated go di- 


rectly to tho rodemptlon agency. Tho do- 
groo of export efficiency displayed thoro. is 
something remarkable. This branch of the 
servico was organized about olovcn years 
ago by Gou. Spinnor. Prior to that thoro 
was no systematic redemption of tho paper 
currency as it became too worn for circula- 
tion, and a good many ragarnuflln notos 
wero wandering about tho country. Tho 
service began with about 152 people em- 
ployed In counting fond assorting the nptus 
that camo in for redemption: Vory nearly 
tbo samo'amount o£ work is now dono ,by 
flfty-sovon. The counting in-and assorting 
of tho notos require groat care, and It; is 
only after long experience that it can .bo 
dono rapidly. 


Thero is an .avorago of about 150,000,000 


notos par year handled, and thoy have .to; bo 
counted about flvo times ir thoro Is no hitch 
in tho count, and oftonor if any mistakes 
are madol But tho'amount is variable from 
year to year, and ovon from month; to 
month. Tbo lowest number was In.lSSO-81, 
when 00,000,000 woro redeemed, and from 
that it has run up as high as WO, 000,000 in o.
